Hight Thirty’s record of 81 winners—32 of which have won or placed 
in stakes—includes all of his crops to race through October 26, 1949. 
Of the 32, 18 have won stakes, and 14 have placed in stakes. For several 
in the latter category it can be reasonably expected they will win stakes 
shortly. 


Light Thirty has sired stakes winners in every crop. In his first crop 
(foals of 1943) he sired three stakes winners, in his latest crop (now 
two-year-olds) he has 13 winners, 5 stakes winners, 2 to place in stakes.

On the Advancement of Higher Learning 


Twas early in 1981 that the question of subsidiz- 

ing racing was first broached in the Florida 
Legislature. It appeared in the form of S. B. 
417866. ‘The Senate passed it quickly enough, the 
older and wiser heads being acutely aware of the 
advantage of having such a specialized agency go- 
ing over the visiting gentry on behail of the State. 
But in the House there was quite a debate. 


A gentleman with a goatee and a boutonniere 
was recognized. “Mr. Chairman,” he began, “and 
fellow makers of destiny. | come to praise Caesar, 
not to bury him. I come to remind you of that 
effulgence of light which erst was shed upon us by 
the visitations of those suns of glory, those...” 


A young legislator, serving his first time as a 
maker of destiny, turned to a second-termer. “What 
language is that?” he asked. 


“That,” said the more experienced one, “is 
Palatkan. You'll catch on, Maybe.” 


“In the beginning there were Herod, Matchem, 
and Eclipse. Their shining seed was transplanted 
in the young American nation and tenderly pre- 
served until, in the patient ripening of time, this 
Eden, this Paradise, this land of Florida, was ready 
to receive them and bring them to full fruition— 
to the culmination of their destiny.” 


“What’s he talking about?” asked the young 
one. 


“Don't know yet. Horses, maybe.” 
- . and two and thirty vears ago this august 
assemblage conferred upon the noble institution 
of racing the privilege of making a most notable 
contribution to the educational prestige of our fair 
State. This privilege, need I remind you, gentle- 
men, was that which allowed each race course to 
devote the proceeds of one day of racing each 
season to a scholarship fund for our great Uni- 
versity. 


“Need I remind you, gentlemen, that as a re- 
sult of this foresight, nay, this flux of wisdom, the 
University of Florida is now the greatest educa- 
tional institution south of South Bend? Five times 
its feotbal! team has been in the Bow] of Oranges, 
twice in the Bowl] of Cotton, once in the Bowl of 
Sugar, thrice in the Bowl of Roses, and I know 
not how many times in the Bow] of Wassail. 


“Not in the troubled annals of the fair South- 
land has there been an institution which made a 


greater contribution to our educational progress. 


“But now our benefactor, our provider of sus- 
tenance, has come upon his time of trouble. We 
have looked upon his pale countenance, and have 
mistaken it as the wan symbol of sweet charity, 
austerity, and self-denial. Gentlemen, the etiology 
is altogether different, We have simply bled him 
white. 


“Is it not fitting, then, that we here legislate 
a transfusion in reverse? Is it not altogether fair 
and honorable that, from the glowing health of 
the institution it has nourished, the sport of kings 
should now receive a timely return from the bread 
it cast upon the waters? Let our staunch young 
champions play one game additional for each of 
our grand old race courses, proud upholders of 
the long traditions of the Turf, but, like scissored 
Samsons, shorn of their strength and failing under 
their burden.” 


As the old orator sat down a young member, a 
former All-American tackle at U. F., rose to oppose 
him. “Burden, shmurden,” he said. “Them guys 
is doin’ all right. We don’t need to play no extra 
games for them, Why don’t we do like up in Ala- 
bama? Up there they found out they could raise 
more money for foot—I mean more money for 
scholarships with bingo games than they can down 
here with racing. 


“What I say is, let the racetracks keep their 
money, if they can get it in the first place, and let 
the team—I mean our great institution of higher 
learning—get the bingo concession. With something 
like that we could out-educate Notre Dame. ‘Trou- 
ble with horse racing is, you have to feed all them 
horses, and that costs money. Now you take bingo. 
Don’t need no horses, no stables, no grandstand, 
no tote—don’t need nothing but suckers. Bingo 
into the Bowls. ‘That’s what I say.” 


After this there was considerable argument. In 
the end it became clear that the sentiment in the 
lower house was mostly in favor of bingo. 


So S. B. 417866 was defeated by voice vote and 
a committee composed of Representatives Smath- 
ers, Smithers, and Smothers was appointed to draft 
a bill withdrawing from racing the privilege of 
contributing directly to the advancement of higher 
education in Florida but allowing it to pay one 
per cent more to the State from its mutuel pools. 
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Three sessions were held at the annual 
Maryland Fall Sales this week. The first 
was an auction of horses-in-training, at 
the Pimlico race track. The second was a 
sale of yearlings at the Timonium Fair 
Grounds, and the third, also at Timon- 
ium, was devoted to breeding stock and 
weanlings. 

Because of the varied nature of the con- 
signments, ranging stakes-winning 
horses to old and barren broodmares, the 
over-all average is not especially signifi- 
cant. It was $978 on 125 head. The 
total money was $122,225. 

Last year 204 head were sold at the 
Maryland auctions for an average of 
$694. An exact comparison between the 
1948 and 1949 sales is not possible, be- 
cause of the varying nature of the horses- 
in-training, and also because in some in- 
stances this year broodmares and wean- 
lings were sold as one lot, and a break- 
down by these categories hence is not 
available. 

Perhaps the best point of comparison 
is in the yearlings. Last year 40 year- 
lings averaged $667. This year 41 aver- 
aged $756, an increase of 13 percent 
over the 1948 level. 

The sale was conducted by the Mary- 
land Horse Breeders’ Association. George 
Swinebroad was the auctioneer, Hum- 
phrey S. Finney the announcer. The 
summaries: 


Monday Morning, October 31 


First session of the annual Maryland 
Fall Sales was devoted to horses-in-train- 
ing, hence was held at Pimlico race track, 
in Baltimore. The weather turned sunny 
and warm, and a crowd of about 400 per- 
sons showed up. 

Thirty-nine head sold for $60.400, aver- 
age $1.548, which made what was general- 
ly considered to be a strong sale. Besides 
the Thoroughbreds, a lead pony was sold. 
He brought $25. 

Major consignment of the sale was from 
the C. C. Tanner stable. Mr. Tanner is 
selling his racing and breeding stock. 
(The mares, weanlings, and yearlings are 
to be sold at Keeneland on Tuesday af- 
ternoon and night, November 15.) The 
four horses in this lot brought $45.500, 
average $11.375. The 3-year-old filly Tan- 
nette, a half sister (by Bimelech) to the 
stakes winners Mahmoudess and Eternal 
Reward, was bought by Adolphe Pons, 
agent, for $11,000. Olin Gentry, acting for 
Mrs. Ada L. Rice, paid $20.000 for the 
2-year-old Sky Raider filly Sickle Flight, 
which was second this year to Eastern 
Flyway in the Bowie Kindergarten Stakes

and second to Bed o’ Roses in a division 
of the Colleen Stakes. The 5-year-old 
stakes-winning stallion Colonel O’F went 
to Winston Neil for $7,000. Mrs. Corliss 
Sullivan paid $7,500 for Daylight Time, a 
2-year-old colt by Hash—DuBarry, by 
Diavolo.

Monday Night, October 31 


The night session was held at the 
Timonium fair grounds, outside Baltimore. 
It was an all-yearling auction, at which 
41 head sold for $31,000, average $756. 

Observers termed it a strong market, 
considering the quality of the horses of- 
fered. The crowd was estimated as one 
of the largest in recent years, and bidding 
was livelv. Dealers and others interested 
in “using” horses, for hacking, the hunts, 
and so on, were present in number, which 
seemed to indicate that they felt the mar- 
ket had been stabilized, and that there 
was no point in expecting any further 
drops. Some of the offerings had been 
bought at earlier sales, and a casual study 
of these indicated that profitable turn- 
overs were made, even though the profits 
were small.

Tuesday Night, November 1 


Broodmares, weanlings, and a stallion 
were sold at the Tuesday night session, 
held at Timonium. Forty-five head sold 
for $30,800, average $684. But an aver- 
age on this sale doesn’t mean much, be- 
cause some mares and weanlings were 
sold as a lot, and some were sold separ- 
ately. The important point was that the 
better stock, what there was of it, sold 
well, and the less desirable offerings went 
for as low as $25. 


Top price was $12,600, for the 9-year- 
old stallion Halberd. He was sold to dis- 
solve the partnership of David N. Rust 
and the late Mrs. W. Plunket Stewart. 
Mr. Rust bought him for $12,300. He 
was to be returned to Mr. Rust’s farm 
at Leesburg, Va., where he will remain 
at stud. High price among the brood- 
mares was $5.800, which J. H. Seley, of 
California, paid for C. F. Hockley’s Lady 
Beware, a 12-year-old *Bull Dog mare 
in foal to Some Chance. In the following 
summary, the name of the stallion to 
which an in-foal mare was bred is shown 
in parenthesis:

Coaltown Bruised and Defeated 


The place usually held on the fall 
sports calendar by an Army-Notre Dame 
football game was taken this year by the 
Pimlico Special. The opponents were 
Capot, in the Greentree Stable colors, 
and Coaltown, carrying the red and blue 
of Calumet Farm. 

Capot was what might be called a 
young team, on the way up. Coaltown 
was the veteran, with scalps nailed to 
all the rafters in the barn, and a world 
record and three track records in_ the 
trophy case. Two of the track records 
also equaled existing world records. 

In a warm-up earlier in the month. 
the Sysonby Mile, Capot had beaten Coal- 
town by more than a length. But nobody 
was certain that he could do it again. 
on such a formal occasion as the Special. 
By stipulation of Trainer John Gaver. 
of the Greentree Stable. the two-platoon 
system was out. His colt would take on 
Coaltown or Ponder, but not Coaltown 
and Ponder. The Calumet people chose 
to go with Coaltown. 

At weight-for-age. at miles, the 
3-year-old Capot carried 120 pounds, and 
the 4-year-old Coaltown 126. In a two- 
horse race there could hardly be any lat- 
erals or hidden-ball plays, so it was full 
cry from the kickoff. 

Neither side waited to see what the 
other might be up to. Both colts took 
aim for the first turn, with the idea of 
getting there first and making the other 
race on the outside. Capot had the ad- 
vantage of starting on the rail, and Coal- 
town encountered the disadvantage of not 
being able to outrun him. 

They were head-and-head on the club 
house bend. then Jockey Ted Atkinson 
let Capot feel out the opposition by run- 
ning a little faster. To his surprise. pos- 
sibly, and to his gratification, certainly. 
Coaltown did not go with him. The far- 
ther Capot ran, the farther he drew away 
from Coaltown. At the top of the stretch 
he was six lengths in front. and at the 
wire he was a dozen lengths to the good. 
The fractions were :23, :4615, 1:1045. 
1:3635. 1:5645. The total time was four- 
fifths slower than the track record Capot 
had set in winning the Preakness. 

Capot thus held two records: he had 
beaten Coaltown in straight heats, and 
he had not lost a decision at Pimlico, ex- 
cept through a technicality. In his first 
start at the Maryland course. last fall. 
he won, but was placed sécond to Slam 
Bang, through disqualification. His next 


race was the Pimlico Futurity. in whici 
he beat Slam Bang and Sun Bahram. 
This year his only race at Pimlico. prior 
to the Special. had been in the Preakness. 
which he won. 


Capot’s trick of running the breath out 
of the opposition had worked before. but 
he had not always been the one to profit. 
He did it to Olympia in the Kentucky 
Derby, and set things up for Ponder. In 
the Peter Pan Handicap he took much 
of the zing out of Curandero. then Pon- 
der came along in the stretch. In the 
Grey Lag Handicap he hooked up with 
Three Rings, to the benefit of Royal Gov- 
ernor. He reaped his own harvest in the 
Special. which was worth $15.000 to him. 

Capot’s earnings now total $330.485. 
and he is 21st on the list of leading 
American money winners. This is the 
highest ranking held by any of the cur- 


rent 3-year-olds. Ponder is 24th with 
$322.225. Olympia, in 34th place, has 
$310.082. 


Coaltown came out of the race with a 
bruised heel on his right hind foot. He 
showed signs of lameness for several days 
afterward, and was to be laid aside for 
a while. 

There was no public indication. before 
the race, that he was below peak form. 
It is possible that the pounding during 


the race aggravated a bruise that had 


received earlier. Since the stable 
had the choice of starting either Coaltown 
or Ponder against Capot, it must be pre. 


heen 


sumed that Coaltown was selected be. 
cause he was considered the stronger 
representative. And of course Calumet 


was anxious to expunge the blot on Coal. 
town’s record from the Sysonby defeat.

The research bureau. formally consti- 
tuted as of October 1. will continue with 
investigations based on the average-earn- 
ings index, already partly developed. The 
results. it is hoped, will be helpful to 
breeders and owners in determining the 
most desirable breeding stock. The data 
developed will be available to geneticists 
and others interested in calculating the 


probabilities connected with. the breeding 
of race horses. 

The American Thoroughbred Breeders 
Association. which owns and 
Tur Broop-Horse. in the last fifteen years 
has given financial aid to many research 
projects in the field of veterinary science. 
making grants of funds to established in- 
stitutions. or, as in recent years. turning 
its funds over to the Grayson Foundation 
for similar work. Its new bureau will be 
the first research project under its direct 
control. and its first attempt to search out 
the details. and possibly some of the 
generalities. connected with the highly in- 
volved genetics of the race horse. 


The offices of the ATBA’s new research 
bureau are in THE BLoop-Horse building 
at 216 East High Street. Lexington. Mrs.

Part ‘Two of Capot’s One-Two: 
Ignorance Can Be Profitable 


New York 


Honors such as “horse of the year” are 
not taken very seriously in this corner. 
Perhaps they aren’t taken very seriously 
anywhere, though now and then I have 
known the trainer of the runner-up to get 
a trifle concerned. “If that horse is the 
horse of the year.” a trainer asked me 
a few seasons ago. “why does my horse 
have to give him weight?” 

The answer to this is that. in these 
parts, one Mr. Campbell sets the weights. 
and horses of the vear are chosen by the 
votes of sportswriters who, in many cases. 
are not primarily racing writers. and in 
many other cases have not seen many of 
the races on which judgment is based. 


It has been noticed. also. that two or 
three good races in the late autumn out- 
weigh two or three better races in the 
spring. Several vears ago the dispute was. 
primarily. between Armed and Stymie. 
Hardly anyone remembered that in the 
spring and early summer Assault had 
smashed through five straight. carrying 
135 in the last of these and beating Stvmie 
with a considerable weight concession. He 
had. you will recall. come up for a spe- 
cial against Armed in the fall in very 
had condition. and he would never have 
heen started excent that one special had 
been boomed and had then fallen through. 
and Robert Kleberg didn’t want to be 
accused of making it a habit. Assault ran 
peorly. and with that race went a great 
part of his reputation, as far as voters on 
polls were concerned. 


But. whatever one thinks of poiis. it 
will be difficult to get away from Capot 
in this year’s count of hands. He would 
probably have won such a poll in June: 
he wouldn’t have been in the first two or 
three in August or September; and now 
he’s on top of the stack again. As of Oc- 
tober 1. anyone in his right mind knew 
the horse of the year. It just had to be 
Calumet’s incredibly swift Coaltown. 
which had set a new world record for a 
mile and had equaled the world records 
for a mile and a furlong and a mile and 
a quarter. There were even peeps from 
the “better than Citation” group. though 
how one horse can pass another when the 
other is staying in the barn mystifies me 
a little. 

So with this honor cut and dried and 
ready to award, Capot met Coaltown twice 
at weight-for-age and beat him. the last 
time -very soundly: If it was Coaltown on 


October 1. what has it got to be on Oc- 
tober 28? Try a harder one. 


SPECIAL. Capot’s margin of victory in 
the Pimlico Special was so great that it 
was adduced as proof that Coaltown could 
not have been himself. It is quite possible 
that he was not as keen as he was earlier 
in the year. but Capot had had a long 
campaien also. The answer is that Capot 
didn’t do it once. but twice. In the Syson- 
by at Belmont. Coaltown clipped off quar- 
ters in :2244. :4534. and 1:1035. and if a 
horse doing that isn’t himself. then who 
is he? Capot was still at his throat. and 
eventually he came awav. 

The Special was a different sort of race. 
Capot was on the inside. and it was ob- 
vious that the one which got to the club 
house turn on the rail was going to have 
a real advantage. So that was really the 
race. Well. in the Sysonby. after a quar- 
ter-mile. Coaltown led Capot by a head. 
In the Special. after a quarter-mile thev 
were dead even. That’s no great differ- 
ence in form, is it? But in the Special. 
after that distance. the turn gave Capet 
an advantage which put him in front. 

Coaltown had seen his speed matched. 
and even overmatched. and the guess here 
is that he didn’t like it. If vou remember 
how meekly he surrendered to Citation 
when he was caught in the Kentucky Der- 
by. you will have an idea of what hap- 
pened here. He has never won a race with 
a herse pounding at him. and he has never 
lost one in whieh he was holding on grim- 
ly at the end. There probably aren’t a 
half-dozen horses in the country which can 
cling to his early pace. but any horse that 
can has a fair chance at him, and any 
that’s as game as Capot can beat him. 


CONVALESCENT. This item cannot be 
fully decumented. because before I could 
get hold of James E. Ryan to find out 
what was wrong with Royal Governor be- 
fore his recent series of victories. Ryan 
was in a hospital with somebody trying 
to find out what was wrong with him. (It 
wes. bv the way. nothing serious.) But in- 
terested bystanders deposed that at Laurel 
this fall the Pilate gelding was afflicted 
with something like locked bowels and for 
a while it seemed certain he would be 
lest. But a veterinarian worked with him. 
almost continuously. for 24 hours, and 
finally got him straightened out. So with 
that Royal Governor slapped everybody's 
ears around in the Grey Lag and Ques- 


‘tionnaire Handicaps, 
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It was a most speedy and complete re- 


covery, and it reinforces an idea held 
here that you can know too much about 
horses. Anyone who knew what had hap- 
pened to Royal Governor could not pos- 
sibly have backed him. Healthily ignorant 
people got 15 to 1. 


DEARTH. In Maryland this fall sup- 
port has been definitely disappointing. At 
Laurel, despite generally good weather 
and quite interesting racing. attendance 
was down about 1.500 a day. and betting 
was off by $210,000. What caused the drop 
in attendance. beyond the shrinkage 
which we have come to accept as normal 
this year. is more than T can say. though 
some suggested that harness racing was 
responsible. 


Rut an important item is that this year 
at Laurel the per capita betting was $65 
a day. whereas last year it was $75. It 
isn’t exactly news that people have less 
money to waste this year. but it’s an 
item to suggest that the saturation point 
in Maryland has been reached. if not 
Any attempt to increase the 
amount of racing. or to increase the en- 
tertainment bill of sports customers of 
any description. is pretty sure to make 
things worse.

Legislatures and racing commissions 
are given to thinking that 120 davs of 
racing at $20.000 a day is just about as 
good as 100 days of racing at $24,000, 
hut in practice it doesn’t work out that 
way. It is possible. as in Florida. to make 
a track stretch its dates. But up to here 
the legislators have never thought of any 
wav of compelling the public to come out 
and bet.

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FOOTNOTES, by Alex Bower 


After some practice, a man can get so 
comfortable in an office chair that he 
hates the thought of stirring abroad, es- 
pecially if it’s chilly outdoors. But one 
morning last week I climbed into the 
red Jeep and went out to look at some 
horses. As I was about to turn off High 
street and head north on Broadway to 
the Paris pike, I remembered that Frank 
Butzow was in town, so I wheeled south 
for half a block to the Britling, to per- 
suade him to come along. He yielded 
readily. 


SPENDTHRIFT. The first stop was at 
Leslie Combs 2nd’s Spendthrift Farm, 
where the recently arrived *Ardan was 
to be inspected. Before we got to the 
French horse. however. we were attracted 
bv R. W. MelIlvain’s handsome Billings. 
which in his racing days was one of the 
eye-catching horses of the Kentucky TIli- 
nois tracks. 


In the bright October sunshine his coat 
shone red-gold as he moved through the 
paddock. He stands at about 16 hands. or 
mavbe a little better. and though he has 
gained some weight he has not lost his 
racing trim. Deep of barrel. intelligent of 
head. he appears to be a live and virile 
colt. The 4-vear-eld son of *Mahmoud— 
Native Gal, by *Sir Gallahad 3rd. has a 
white stripe. and white on the legs. em- 
phasizing his red coat. 

*Ardan had not been turned out yet. 
so we got a closer look at him. He is 
a most impressive horse, extremelv well 
mannered, and with the mark of quality. 
Like his kinsman Bimelech. he likes to 
have his tongue pulled. and he stood 
quietly as we looked him over and the 
groom occasionally pulled at the tongue. 


I would judge that he is about 16 hands 
high—in the deep straw it wasn’t possible 
to chin him accurately. His head is all 
Thoroughbred. He has a sloping shoulder 
and a very powerful set of hind muscles, 
which run well down to low-set hocks 
He gives the impression, with his short 
cannons and strong rear assembly, of a 
running machine designed for speed and 
power. Aside from his general impressive 
appearance, his placid disposition and the 
tongue-pulling trick make you like him. 

After inspecting the 8-year-old by 
Pharis—Adargatis. by Asterus, we saw 
*Shannon 2nd and Requested in their 
paddocks, but not close up.

was Phalanx, at the C. V. Whitney farm. 
We stopped at the office for a moment 
to chat with Henry Cobb. We were at the 
point of leaving the building to go to 
the training barn, where Bill Harris was 
at the moment, when Frank spied the 
Sutcliffe photograph of Equipoise on the 
office wall. That took some minutes’ in- 
spection and conversation, then we left 
for the yearling sector. Mr. Harris, when 
we arrived, was on the track inspecting 
three yearlings which had just finished 
their day’s work. We followed them into 
the barn, where they were stripped and 
rubbed. then made a quick tour of the 
stalls, where we saw the crop of 2-vear- 
olds which will race under the Whitney 
colors next year. 


They are from sires and dams whose 
names are well known on the race tracks. 
One of particular interest was a filly by 
Boojum—-Lilly, by *Mahmoud. a first foal 
—and a last one. “She’s the last of the 
Boojums,” Mr. Harris explained. “The 
only one we have. And she’s a real Boo- 
jum behind. Her quarters run into her 
hocks. You can’t upset her. either. She’s 
got a level head.” 

Another youngster which caught the 


eye was a chestnut colt by *Mahmoud— 
Enfilade, by Boojum. “He may be the 
best on this farm since Equipoise,” Mr. 
Harris ventured. Frank took a_ second 
look. We also lingered over First Flight’s 
yearling sister, a beautifully made black 
filly. “She’s maybe not as big as First 
Flight.” Mr. Harris said, “but she’s a 
better filly in front.” 


Then we moved along to where Phalanx 
was paddocked. He was easily caught, 
and we had a good look at him. When he 
fills outand lets down he will be a stall 
full of horse. He has high withers, ex- 
cellent forearm, deep girth, a good foot. 
muscular rump, and a kind disposition. 

Mr. Harris reported that the semen of 
the 5-year-old son of Pilate—Jacola. by 
*Jacopo. tested highly under the misco- 
scope. “We're breeding some of our best 
mares to him next year,” he said. 

We next strolled across the road to 
look at Burg-El-Arab, a son of Boojum 
which has filled out into a very good- 
looking stallion. “His yearlings are nice 
horses to rate.” Mr. Harris remarked. 

We walked into another paddock to 
visit with *Mahmoud. the big little horse. 
His groom calls him “Toby.” Toby was 
in a friendly, sugar-hunting mood, and 
all but walked over us searching for 
sweets. 

Bill Harris enjoys putting on a horse 
show, and after we had seen the stallions 
he suggested that we look at the wean- 
lings. We climbed over a fence that sur- 
rounded about 40 acres and 14 weanling 
colts, No matter how many times I visit

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a breeding farm I always am impressed 
by the way the men know their horses. 
The Whitney horseman was no exception. 
He quickly ticked off the breeding of the 
14 colts. with remarks about their 
characteristics and potential. then led us 
to another large paddock where a dozen 
yearling fillies were grazing amid a herd 
of the fattest Angus cattle this side of a 
butcher’s block. We saw another sister to 
First Flight. among other highly regarded 
individuals with excellent backgrounds. 
Finally we left. after using up the best 
part of two hours er a little more. and 
headed for Paris. A couple of miles dowr 
the road we stopped at a country store 
and stoked up. It turned out that Frank 
is a boloney man (“I never see the kind 
of boloney they used to have”). but he 
made out satisfactorily with ham and 
chese, drenched with milk. 


STONER CREEK. Our next objective 
was Claiborne Stud. but we altered the 
schedule and dropped in first at John D. 
Hertz’s Stoner Creek establishment, in the 
same general neighborhood. By this time 
the sun had warmed things up a bit. and 
the afternoon promised to be even more 
pleasant than the morning. 


We found Ralph Baird. the Stoner 
Creek manager. at the yearling barn. It 
was a familiar location—I had seen Count 
Fleet there when Ralph was _ preparing

him for the Derby during the winter be- 
tween his 2- and 3-year-old form. Some 
vearlings were coming in from exercising. 
and two more were ready to go out. so we 
followed them down a hillside to where 
a mile gallop had been laid out over the 
turf in a shady bottom along Stoner 
Creek. It was a place of rustic beauty. 
and we enjoyed watching the young 
horses canter off until they were lost to 
sight among the trees. 

The course is long and narrow. and 
the footing is excellent. Lying behind the 
shoulder of a ridge. it is shielded from the 
north wind. and makes a most useful train- 
ing ground during the winter. Ralph told 
us. 

“Slow training.” he continued. “is best 
for young horses. It allows their muscles 
to develop. and they learn manners.” The 
galloping at Stoner Creek is done in the 
afternoon. The “boys” are race track vet- 
erans who work at Keeneland in the 
mornings. drive over to Stoner Creek af- 
ter lunch. At the farm are 11 Hertz year- 
lings. four belonging to Robert Tehman. 
and one to Victor Emanuel. 

After our two yearlings had_ finished 
their assignment we trudged back up the 
hill to the car. and set out for the stallion 
barn. Stoner Creek has shaped up greatly 
since I was last there. New barns have 
been built: the Hertz residence has been 
enlarged; many. many trees have been 


set 


out: blacktop roadways have been 
extended; and a tract across the road 
from the main part of the farm has been 
fenced with plank and placed in service, 
The total land available for horses now 
is 730 acres. Ralph said. He has heen 
in charge of the operation since the 
Hertz horses were moved to Kentucky nine 
or ten years ago. and has been with Mr. 
Hertz since 1927. 

Frank is a sort of unofficial historian 
of the Thoroughbred horse in Tllinois. and 
took advantage of the occasion to ask 
Ralph where Anita Peabody had_ been 
foaled. “She was foaled in [linois.” Ralph 
told him. “I thought so.” Frank observed. 
“and was tempted to say so in a talk | 
made at the annual meeting of the Tli- 
nois Thoroughbred Breeders’ Association, 
but decided Td better check the facts 
first.” 

By this time we had reached the barn 
housing Count Fleet and some of the 
weanlings. so we had another horse show. 
The Triple Crown winner has filled out 
into a solid. good-looking stallion. “He’s 
an easy keeper.” Ralph told us, and he 
looks it. His compact build, thick neck 
and crest. and masculine head give him 
the appearance of great solidity. without 
grossness. He is a most docile stallion, 
and stood by amiably. and a bit drowsily, 
while we walked around him. I hadn't

The 2- Year-Old Picture Changes 
In Second Meeting at Newmarket 


What is known as the Second October 
Meeting at Newmarket put an entirely 
diferent complexion on the 2-year-old 
situation. Most people had come to re- 
gard the Aga Khan’s Palestine and 
Diableretta as invincible in their respec- 
tive sexes. But each suffered defeat, and 
the Jockey Club handicapper will have 
to adjust his views when he compiles the 
Free Handicap at the end of the season. 
Palestine went to the post at 7-to-2 for 
the Middle Park Stakes. He looked as 
well as ever in the paddock, and gave a 
playful buck or two just to show he was 
on good terms with himself. 

Some heavy showers had fallen, but 
after the long dry spell the course was 
not materially affected—the times were 
quite fast. The only excuse that could 
be offered for Palestine was that he is 
reckoned more at home on really firm 
ground. So far as the race was concerned, 
he was beaten distinctly on merit. He 
was given a lead by Homing Pigeon for 
close en half a mile. Palestine then went 
into the lead. From the start, Masked 
Light had tracked Palestine like his own 
shadow. 

At the end of half a mile there is a 
sharp descent into what is known as the 
Dip. with the last furlong on the collar. 
It was going into the Dip that Masked 
Light was taken to the left to challenge 
Palestine. As they started the rise, Pal- 
estine still held a slight advantage. Both 
jockeys were riding for all they were 
worth. Steadily but inexorably, Masked 
Light drew level. Then, under hard pres- 
sure, he gained a length advantage. Hav- 
ing done so, he began to tire and veered 
over to the right and across the fairway 
of Palestine. But Gordon Richards, on 
Palestine. had already accepted the sit- 
uation with the result that Masked Light 
won by a length and a half. Perhaps 
there was not quite so much between 
them. Yet, there was not the slightest 
doubt that Masked Light had gained the 
day, distinctly on merit, and he must now 
be considered superior to Palestine. 

Prior to the race, it was impossible to 
say whether Masked Light was entitled 
to be placed in the top class. He had 
taken part in three races of which he 
had won two. The more impressive vic- 
tory had been when he beat Rose of Tor- 
ridge and Kisaki at Doncaster. When the 
ground became very hard at Doncaster, 
where Masked Light is trained, he was 


taken to Redcar to work on the seashore. 
He had always enjoyed a high reputa- 
tion at home, and several weeks ago Nor- 
man Scobie told me he had a colt from 
which he expected a lot. 


It was because of the home reputation 
that the opportunity was accepted to find 
out just how good he was. He was not 
regarded as a forlorn hope by any 
means, and the trainer told me as the 
horses left the paddock, that not only 
did he expect Masked Light to run a 
good race but that he had backed him 
to win. The colt has rather thin feet 
and because of that, he is not thoroughly 
at home on firm ground. It had been 
hard when he won at Doncaster and the 
trainer knew his charge would do even 
better on good going. 

He is a stylish chestnut colt by Signal 
Light out of Mashaq, the dam of Beau 
Sabreur. Beau Sabreur is a 4-year-old 
and the best of his age in Ireland. He 
won the Coronation Cup at Epsom this 
year, and he was one of the leaders for 
a long way in the Prix de l’Are de Tri- 
omphe. He shut up rather suddenly on 
reaching the straight as if a mile and a

quarter may be as far as he cares about. 


TRIBUTE. Incidentally, I would like 
to pay my tribute to Coronation. The Bous- 
sac filly put up the most sparkling per- 
formance I have seen by any 3-year-old 
in England or France this season. She 
had been a little disappointing when run- 
ning in England and Treland. but she was 
her own brilliant self in the Prix de l’Are 
de Triomphe. As they made the last 
bend it looked as if Coronation might 
have trouble in finding a clear run, but 
when an opening presented itself she 
went through almost like a_ streak of 
lightning. She went past Amour Drake 
as if he were a park hack. Coronation 
scarcely seemed to touch the ground and 
racing right awav. she won by a margin 
which the judge estimated at four 
lengths. but which the photograph sug- 
gested was more like eight lengths. 

The close in-breeding to Tourbillon is 
going to give the breeding pundits much 
food for thought. It was a daring ex- 
periment, and while. we know the result 
has been justified in producing the best 
3-year-old in Europe, irrespective of sex, 
I shall continue to be interested when the 
filly goes to the stud. 


MASKED LIGHT. Reverting to 
Masked Light, the colt was one of the 
last lots to be sold at Doncaster last year. 
Bred at the Knockaney Stud in Ireland. 
he was knocked down to Norman Scobie. 
for 2,700 guineas, on behalf of Mr. E.

Wanless, a Newcastle bookmaker. Masked 
Light comes from a speedy family from 
which the former Beckhampton trainer, 
Fred Darling, has bred many winners. 
The dam, Mashaq, is by Massine out of 
Buzz Fuzz, by The Recorder out of Lady 
Buzzer. Mashaq was a winner in Ireland. 
and was placed twice in England. 

As already mentioned, she is the dam 
of Beau Sabreur. Buzz Fuzz was fast 
and won two races as a 2-year-old. She 
is the dam of Mustang. which won five 
races and was a very good colt. Lady 
Buzzer was also speedy, and in addition 
to winning three races as a 2-year-old, 
she has foaled eight winners. Probably 
the best of them was the very fast Super- 
visor, which won seven races including 
the Queen Mary and Clearwell Stakes. 
There is every reason to anticipate that 
Masked Light will train on as a 3-year- 
old. 


It appears that Palestine has stamina 
limitations, but there should still be every 
incentive to train him for the Two Thou- 
sand Guineas next year. That would be 
his only hope in the classic arena. and I 
have stressed before that he is bred for 
speed. The other runners in the Middle 
Park Stakes were outclassed, but Hom- 
ing Pigeon showed a turn of speed which 
will enable him to win more races when 
not meeting such strong opposition. Luci- 
ferous, a half brother (by Hyperion) to 
the speedy Luminary, was completely 
outpointed, and while he is a_ taking 
colt, he has not the merit of his elder 
relative. 


COREJADA. The defeat of Diabler- 
etta in the Cheveley Park Stakes was a 
blow to our prestige. I had never seen 
her look quite so well. She has devel- 
oped and put on weight, and in the pad- 
dock, she was much more taking to the 
eye than the Boussac filly, Corejada. 
From the start there was never much 
more than half a length between them. 
Diableretta had the early advantage. but 
Corejada was quite capable of keeping in 
close touch. It was at the end of half a 
mile that Diableretta was put to her best 
pace. That got Corejada off the bit and 
as they went into the Dip, a furlong from 
the winning post, there was practically 
nothing to choose between them. In such 
a duel, one usually cracks. It was not so 
on this occasion. Each stuck to her work 
with grim determination. Halfway up 
the hill, Corejada got her head in front. 
She held on with great pluck to the end. 
and although the judge left it to the 
camera, there was not the slightest doubt 
Corejada had won. 

The margin in her favour was a head. 
and that tells how close the two fillies 
are in point of merit. A more truly-run 
race could not have been imagined, and 
it was in every respect a genuine test of 


merit. Corejada has to be regarded as 
the best 2-year-old filly in Europe. She 
is a tribute to Pharis and it is a pity that 
she is not engaged in any of the English 
classic races next year. She now retires 
to winter quarters with an unbeaten rec- 
ord. She has won three races in England 
and there is no reason why she should 
not continue to do well as a 3-year-old. 


The Newmarket race was her first at 
six furlongs, and from the manner in 
which she finished, there can be little the 
matter with her stamina. Diableretta was 
not disgraced, even in defeat. It was the 
first time she had to battle to the bitter 
end and none could have displayed more 
pluck. I heard various opinions expressed 
after the race. It was a battle royal and 
the spoils went to the Boussac filly with- 
out any favour. Catchit. the only other 
runner, could never go the pace. 


NEWMARKET OAKS. The good- 
looking Blue Peter filly. Unknown Quan- 
tity. has come back to her best form. 
She gave nine pounds and a head beating 
to the Boussac filly. White Rose. in the 
Newmarket Oaks, run over a mile and 
three-quarters. White Rose did not have 
the best of the luck and had to be 
switched to the outside to start her final 
run. She finished fast and just failed to 
get up. She is a half sister to Caracalla. 
Marsyas. and Arbar, but is by no means 
in their class. Unknown Quantity stuck 
it out very pluckily and had a long tussle 
with Squall before White Rose appeared 
on the scene. The trio were separated 
by two heads. 


The Aga Khan had another 2-year-old 
winner when Tambara got up to beat 
Red Peak by a head in the Clearwell 
Stakes. Red Peak was conceding six 
pounds, and the weight was a little too 
much for her. Red Peak has had a busy 
season. She has run 13 times and won 
6 races. With one exception, she has 
always been first or second. and there 
are few of her age and sex that could 
beat her on an easy course. Tambara is a 
lightly framed daughter of Nasrullah 
and Theresina, the dam of Turkhan, 
Ujiji, and other winners. If she lives 
up to her breeding she should train on. 

The old sprinter, Combined Operations. 
was much too good for Donegal 2nd and 
Luminary in the Challenge Stakes. and 
he keeps his form wonderfully well. The 
Cesarewitch, one of the biggest ante-post 
betting races of the year, saw a great 
finish at the end of the 214 miles between 
Mr. James V. Rank’s Strathspey and Mr. 
Percy Thompson’s Coubrador. After go- 
ing into the lead a furlong from the fin- 
ish, Strathspey just lasted long enough 
to claim a head advantage. A few more 
strides and he would have been relegat- 
ed to second place. The rather firm

Turf Association 


Bill Corum, New York sports writer, 
will succeed the late Col. Matt J. Winn 
as president of the American Turf Asso- 
ciation and its subsidiary, Churchill 
Downs, Inc., home of the Kentucky Derby. 
The announcement was made a week after 
a five-man committee had been appointed 
to recommend a successor to Colonel 


Winn. 


Details of Corum’s duties have not been 
disclosed, but it has been reported that 
he will not have supreme authority as 
Colonel Winn did in operating the Downs 
and the Derby. To what extent Corum 
wi!l continue his association with the New 
York Journal-American is not known. Ac- 
cording to an Associated Press report, 
the new president will continue to write 
his newspaper column except for a two- 
months period in April and May, when 
he will direct activities concerned with 
the famous Louisville race. The amount 
of Corum’s salary was not reported. 

Bill Corum was born 55 years ago in 
Booneville, Mo. He attended the Univer-

In his native Australia, the son of Midstream (by Blandford) 
ran a mile in 1:34%. One year later *Shannon II was racing in America. After becoming acclimated *Shan- 
non II started ticking off new track records, equaling world records. At 1 3/16 miles he bettered the Bay 
Meadows record of 1:55%, and won his first American race. He equalled the world’s record for 1% miles in the 
49’ers Handicap in 1:47% at Golden Gate. *Shannon II equalled the world record of 1:5945 for 114 miles. 
The final race of *Shannon II’s career came in the San Francisco Handicap in which he set a new track record at 
Bay Meadows for 1% miles in 1:50%.

Few horses have had such a storybook life as *Bernborough. Because of a question of ownership he could not 
race over major Australian tracks until he was a 6-year-old. 


When he hit the big time he dropped his first race after being hopelessly boxed in on the rails . .. and 
then he swept to 15 consecutive triumphs. He passed Phar Lap’s record, equalled the 15 wins by Carbine. 
In those 15 triumphs *Bernborough carried an average weight 134.5 lbs., and most of the races were at 
weight-for-age. In the handicaps he carried and won under 151 lbs., 145 lbs., 142 lbs. In some races he 
was giving 53 to 47 lbs. to his opponents. He won at distances from six furlongs to 1% miles, broke track rec- 
ords, and ran brilliant quarters and. halfs—at the end of these races. Few horses of modern days received 
such world-wide publicity as *Bernborough did in compiling his record.

The following article is reprinted from a recent 
edition of Paris-Turf, a Turf and sporting daily 
published at Paris, France. It was written over 
the pseudonym Le Sancy, and was translated for 
Tue Btoop-Horse by Harry La Montagne and 


the Baron Osten-Sacken. 


Ardan and Ambiorix are leaving us. The 
first one was bought by Mr. Leslie Combs 
2nd for $400,000. the second by a syndi- 
cate of Mr. Woodward’s for $225,000: 
$400.000 at the actual change is 150.000.. 
000 francs. Error accepted it as a record, 
at least for a stallion sold in Europe, 
Nevertheless. one can say. comparing the 


less expensively. 


Indeed, we believe that a very great 
horse is going away—certainly the best | 
until now of all the offspring of Pharis, 
and one of the very best which ever ran 
under the colors of M. Boussac. and that 
means a lot. 

One would be surprised, if M. Boussac 
were not a man who knows what he is do- 
ing. that he surrendered the one Pharis 
stallion he has at the moment and not one 
of his many Tourbillons. (We speak here 
only about the quantity, not the quality.) 
But the fact remains, and we can only say 
goodbye to the one who leaves us. We say 
one, because previously this year I spoke 
about Ambiorix. I will not repeat myself. 


THE CRACK. I do not like to abuse 
that word, but in this case it is absolutely 
appropriate. Few are the horses which can 
glorify themselves by making such a har- 
vest of the biggest races. As a 2-year-old 
in 1943, it is true he won only one of 


three races. (All of the three races were | 


After win- 
ning the Prix Robert Papin. in brilliant 
style. beating Le Volcan. he finished twice 
second. One must not forget that in the

CGNTRADICTION has been moved around considerably, often in the middle of the breeding 

seusun. Though he has stood in the stud for a short time, he has already stood in Texas, Kentucky, 

Virginia, back to Texas, and now in Kentucky. His first crop consisted of two foals, two starters, and 

a winner; his second crop, now 3-year-olds, consists of eight foals, eight starters, and seven winners, 1950 Fee 
_ and he is also sire of five 2-year-old starters this year, three of them winners, another has placed to - 
date. CONTRADICTION’S career is remarkably similar to that of his sire. INSCO, too, was a brilliant $500 Live Foal

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qualification was not legitimate. He didn’t 
finish straight, and the rules are equal for 
all. But we always remember how in that 
Grand Prix of 1944 at Le Tremblay he 
led all the way at a simply mad pace, 
making an outstanding record for the 15 
furlongs in 3:05. The best time at Long- 
champ was 3:10. The two horses placed 
before him by the stewards finished be- 
hind him in all the other races and most 
often many lengths behind. Four times 
behind him was Sampiero, and three Deux 
pour Cent. One can only regret that his 
name is not in the list of winners of that 
great race—beyond all dispute he was the 
most deserving. 

At four he continued his series—seven 
races, six victories: the Prix Boiard, du 
Nabob, d’Hedouville, Kergorlay, de Chan- 
tilly, and the Grand Prix de St. Cloud. 
He was second in the Prix de l’Are de 
Triomphe, three-fourths of a length be- 
hind the exceptional Nikellora. He beat 
the best horses in France, among them 
his stablemate *Priam 2nd, which once 
finished before him when they were 2- 
year-olds. 

He had the same success as a 5-year- 
old, winning the Grand Prix de Tremblay 
and Prix Kergorlay. Between them he 
came to England and brought back the 
Coronation Cup from Epsom. He was 
eased up behind his stablemate Coaraze 
in the Grand Prix de St. Cloud; far be- 


hind them was *Basileus. Finally he was 
sacrificed to his stablemate Caracalla in 
the Prix de Are de Triomphe. And so 
for the first time he was only fourth, 
but also very meritorious after climbing 
the rise of Longchamp at the pace of an 
eight-furlong race. 

This strategy of the stable gave a good 
result, but one can only regret that such 
an outstanding horse was reduced to play 
the part of a pacemaker in his last pub- 
lic performance. Upon the whole 23 races, 
all the greatest stakes, 16 victories, plus 
one disqualification in the Grand Prix, 
four seconds (twice behind stablemates) , 
one third, and one fourth (for a winning 
stablemate). Truly that is a list of honor 
worthy of the greatest horses in history, 
and the title of crack is not too much 
for him. 

His way of running made his victories 
more convincing. He won nearly all his 
races (I say nearly for mere form’s sake), 
leading from start to finish and often in 
very fast time. 

In his conformation he was a_ bay 
brown of middle height with a distin- 
guished and expressive head and a per- 
fectly shaped forehead. His hocks, the 
only point to criticize, were a little bent 
and behind him. This is often the only 
fault to be found in Boussac’s horses. He 
was not only extremely courageous, but 
is said to be very intelligent and sweet as 


a pet dog. These are valuable qualities 
for a stallion. 

His breeding is worthy of his perform. 
ance and it is a remarkable fact that he 
has not a drop of the Tourbillon blood 
which is so prevalent in the Boussac breed. 
ing. 

It must be remembered that Pharis has 
in Ardan a son of exceptional quality 
and as his first crop of 2-year-olds in 
1943 created a sensation, there is no 
doubt that Ardan is by far the best of 
his males, just as Palencia was the best 
of the females. On his dam’s side, As. 
terus is the best qualified descendant to 
transmit the qualities of the great *Teddy, 

The pedigree of Ardan does not com. 
prise much inbreeding. The nearest js 
Cyllene (4x5x5) which thus adds up to 
half of the six strains of Bend Or. It is 
not his most numerous line, as St. Simon 
figures seven times, in seven different 
branches of his pedigree. The preponder. 
ance of St. Simon and Bend Or blood is 
noticeable especially with the two crosses 
of Eclipse, Hampton, and Isonony, which 
come in from three directions. A point of 
interest is the small amount of Dollar 
and Barcaldine blood (with only one 
representative of each, in his pedigree).

There was another keen finish when 
Full Dress just beat Fair Task by a head 
in the Prendergast Stakes. The winner is 
a stylish Court Martial colt out of Shrimp 
Sauce, by King Salmon, and gives prom. 
ise of making up into a nice 3-year-old, 
He is one of the first crop of Court Mar. 
tial. Fair Test is a neat Fair Trial colt, 
but I am afraid the fine, good-looking 
Eclat is not in love with racing. He won 
at Ascot when wearing blinkers, but on 
this latter occasion, he put little heart 
into his work. 

Two nice 2-year-olds turned out for the 
Alington Stakes. They were Fair Ella 
and Divinalh. While neither was success- 
ful, I anticipate their winning in due 
course. Fair Ella is a filly, by Rocke. 
fella, leased to the King by the National 
Stud. In finishing third, I should say 
she ran quite as well as was anticipated. 
She is by no means fully wound up. The 
Djebel filly, Divinalh came with a big 
home reputation, but she struck off slow- 
ly, and the race was over before she re- 
alised what was wanted of her. 


I think she will leave the form well 
behind if she has another race this season. 
The spoils went to the nippy Upper 
Boats, a lightly framed daughter of Near- 
co and Stanway Hope. She was always 
in front, and held on well to win by a 
length from Avocet, a daughter of The 
Phoenix. 


BOUSSAC AGAIN. The Champion 
Stakes was another triumph for M. Mar- 
cel Boussac. In the course of a week in 
France and England, his stable won 
something like £50,000 in stakes money. 
That is a notable achievement. Djeddah 
had run in the Prix de l’Are de Tri- 
omphe the previous Sunday, but he was 
drawn on the outside and not given a 
hard race when the jockey realised the 
stable companion, Coronation, had_ the 
race in safe keeping. Djeddah was flown 
over to England, and if anything he 
looked better than at Longchamp. He 
kept in close touch, while the filly, Pam- 
bidian, went along at the head of affairs. 
After covering a mile Elliott let Djeddah 
stride along to beat Pambidian by two 
lengths. Pambidian is still a good filly 
and there may be keen competition for 
her when she comes up for sale at New: 
market in December. Krakatao ran like 
a tired colt, and the St. Leger probably 
took more out of him than could be re: 
placed in a short time. He has been 
sold to Mr. D. E. Hely-Hutchinson, prob- 
ably with a view to going to the stud. He 
is a neatly-framed Nearco colt, out of 
Life Hill, and he is a product of the 
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Sledmere Stud. Swallow Tail could not 
run, as he had developed an abscess in 
the mouth. The gallant Impeccable has 
lost his form and deserves a rest. 

The American-bred Make Tracks 
(Eight Thirty—Beseiged) gained an easy 
victory for Mr. R. S. Clark by virtually 
running away with the Suffolk Nursery. 
He had appeared to be something of a 
short runner in some earlier races, but 
went along as if he had been jet-pro- 
pelled. He was out on his own from the 
start. and nothing got near him. 

The Beckhampten-trained Wat Tyler 
won another race when taking the Select 
Stakes from the *Bahram colt Ballyma- 
cad. Wat Tyler has a bright turn of fin- 
ishing speed, and the others played into 
his hands by setting a very slow pace. 
Wat Tyler beat them going up the final 
hill. Ballymacad is a very powerful colt 
and is now being trained for the Cam- 
bridgeshire.

EIGHT STRIKES & OUT 


The stewards of The Jockey Club. meet- 
ing at New York on September 8, passed 
the following: 


RESOLVED, That it is contrary to the best 
interests of the Thoroughbred industry that 
entries should be accepted for any horse who, 
subsequent to his 2-year-old season, shall have 
been in competition for a period of two years, 
and who has started 2 minimum of eight times 
in claiming races without having finished first, 
second, or third during that period. 


The Jockey Club’s resolution parailels a 
movement under way in other circles, prin- 
cipally the Horsemen’s Benevolent and 
Protective Association. In a speech before 
the Thoroughbred Club of America, at 
Lexington on July 6, Dan Chappell. presi- 
dent of the HBPA,. disclosed that his 
group had discussed with the TRA the 
feasibility of having state racing commis- 
sions make rulings barring horses which 
have heen in competition for two years, 
had started a minimum of eight times in 
that period, and had not finished first, 
second, or third. 


The Jockey Club’s resolution departs 
from the HBPA proposal in that it would 
bar only horses which had been unsuccess- 
ful in claiming races, and would not con- 
sider 2-year-old competition. 

On July 26, the New Hampshire Racing 
Commission passed a rule prohibiting the 
allotment of stall space or the acceptance 
of entries for horses three years old and 
upward which have raced eight times in 
two years and have not finished as good as

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Thoroughbred Foundation Flaws 
And Repeal of the Jersey Act 


The Right Honorable Lady Wentworth, owner 
of the Crabbet Park Stud in England, is the lead- 
ing authority on the origins of the Thoroughbred. 
A breeder of Arabians and a diligent scholar. she 
has set down the results of her long research in 
two comprehensive volumes, Thoroughbred Racing 
Stock and The Authentic Arabian Horse. The 
article here points out not only the flaw in the 
so-called Jersey Act itself but also in the policy 
which has now replaced it. 


The repeal of the Jersey Act is what 
might be called “something and nothing.” 
As a careful student of the foundation 
stock of the Thoroughbred. it is quite 
impossible not to consider the act ever 
having existed at all as the result of a 
misconceived idea of the fundamental 
construction of our racing pedigrees and 
of the meaning of the word purity. It 
condemned as flaws in American and 
French pedigrees precisely the same class 
of motes which occur as beams in our 
own eyes, i.e., the few foundation mares 
whose origin is not stated. 

Historical evidence proves conclusively 
that all racing stock in England 309 to 
400 years ago was of totally foreign blood. 
There was no indigenous native stock; all 
horse stock, heavy and light, was im- 
ported, cither from the continent or the 
East. The only speedy breed was the 
Arabian (then the only recognized racing 
breed), with the Barb his nearest rival, 
but of decidedly inferior class. 

Exactly the same thing is true of Amer- 
ica. There was no original native racing 
breed in either country. The fact is that 
the Jersey Act was a mistake and has 
made us look rather foolish. The present 
concession in regard to classic winners 
seems a face-saving half measure which, 
let us hope, will not leave a permanently 
arbitrary power of veto based on no rule 
at all. 

The term racing merit is too vague to 
constitute any definite standard whatever. 
It is certainly news to breeders that per- 
formance of any kind is a guarantee of 
pure blood. We surely cannot be expected 
to accept the premise that all the rela- 
tives of winners bred exactly the same 
way, but which vanish into obscurity 
without winning a single race should be 
classed as impure because of their lack 
of performance. Yet, such would be the 
reductio ad absurdium of such reasoning. 
We ask ourselves what position these 
multitudinous collaterals of the favoured 
few now occupy in the General Stud Book 
after the 100 years minimum has been 
reached, for they overlap in all directions. 
Our haughty attitude of superiority is 
based on nothing but a mirage. 

Not long ago the Jockey Club pub- 


lished the argument that they did not care 
a row of pins for racing merit. Our stud 
book was. they said. solely a breeding rec- 
ord of purity. Now. purity is a complete 
myth and frankly nonsense. and had we 
honestly acknowledged defeat and recog- 
nized that racing merit was the first con- 
sideration for a breed whose sole object is 
racing, it would have been applauded by 
all as the logical outcome of the sweep- 
ing victories of the so-called “half-breds.” 

To retain an arbitrary veto based on per- 
formance and still talk of purity is a 
splitting of hairs rather unworthy of 
logical legislation. and it would seem that 
the complications arising from this half 
measure may cause more heartburning 
than ever and charges of favoritism in 
the bargain. It would have been a gen- 
erous gesture to recognize the American 
and French stud books en bloc and leave 
the best horses to rise to the top auto- 
matically. 

If we study historical records. the fol- 
lowing facts emerge. There never was any 
dispute about the origin of the Thorough- 
bred as totally foreign until a writer for 
an encyclopedia—an American. by the 
way. who knew nothing of horse breeding 
or history, but was an authority on boat 
racing—irresponsibly suggested that un- 
known mares on our foundation line might 
have been some special native English 
racing breed. 

We had already accepted Bruce Lowe’s 
number system, without verification, re- 
gardless of its obvious mathematical un- 
soundness, and regardless of the fact thar 
of his 43 Foundation mares. only 18 are 
separate families. The others merge and 
invalidate almost all the lists of winners 
founded on them. It is a most interesting 
study but misleading from a_ practical 
breeder’s point of view. The influence of 
a single foundation mare on the bottom 
line of a pedigree is swamped in the 
33.554,432 units of a pedigree of. say 23 
generations. 

The new idea of a mysterious racing 
breed was repeated by Osborne and eag- 
erly seized upon by a sporting journalist 
who constructed a veritable English Mares 
Nest which, from an irresponsible suppo- 
sition, became in his hands a dogmatic 
statement. Stud book records were delib- 
erately ignored or misquoted. and_ all 
blanks treated not only as the unknown 
and, therefore, native English mares, but 
claimed as the sole origin of racing merit. 
speed and size in flagrant violation of all 
contemporary evidence, both written and 
pictorial. A number of Oriental foundation 
mares, well known as Arabians, Barbs, 


and Turks, were transformed into “our 
celebrated Yorkshire running mares.” 


That such a fairy tale should have beep 
credited for a moment shows how ignorant 
everyone was of pedigree. That anyone 
should claim a blank in a pedigree as 
evidence of supreme merit is surely 
unique. for silence in pedigree is seldom 
golden. But it was hailed with enthus. 
iasm on the principle that “all’s good 
that’s English. all that isn’t ain’t.” As q 
matter of plain fact. no stud book records, 
either printed or private. show anything 
but oriental blood. There is not a_ single 
instance of even a continental. still less 
an English. mare or stallion. in any of 
our pedigrees. “Ye Spanishe horse” be. 
a Turk and the one “believed Nea. 
politan mare” 
scendants.

The “plaine English” occasionally re- 
ferred to by seventeenth century writers 
was so-called because it was bred in Eng- 
land and is described by them as a 
“bastard non-racing breed for travel, bur- 
den, and agriculture,” and made up of 
every sort of continental mixture. The 
pictures show a hairy-heeled, heavy-headed, 
semi-carthorse, varied by a Spanish Jennet 
for parade and saddle. None of these 
could possibly have originated any sort of 
speed, 

As the Royal Mares have lately been 
added to the list of “undoubtedly Eng- 
lish” unknowns, it is necessary to give 
their origin. The importations were reg- 
istered for 100 years in the Oriental sec- 
tion of the stud book as horses and mares 
of the highest breeding imported from 
the Levant. The mares were ever after- 
wards known, together with their progeny, 
as Royal. 

It came about in this way. Louis XLV’s 
Minister Colbert reorganized breeding in 
France on a large scale, and founded the 
Levant Company. His brother was am- 
bassador to Charles Ll, and the two Col- 
berts and Lord Winchilsea were co-direc- 
tors of the company which was established 
in Syria and Cairo. There Arab horse 
racing had been going on for over 400 
years on a scale of magnificence which 
rivaled the Newmarket of today. The Le- 
vant Company was under contract to 
supply the French king annually with ten 
of the finest Arab horses. The stallions 
were distributed by Colbert at stallion 
depots. They were branded with an L and 
a crown, and ever afterwards known (to- 
gether with their progeny) as Royal. 

There we find the same wording as in 
the case of the Royal mares of Charles 
Il, which were undoubtedly procured by 
the Levant Company for both monarchs. 
There is a painting of one of the mares 
presented by Louis XIV to Lord Petre 
about 1695. The background shows a 
pyramid as in the paintings of the grey 
mares of Charles II, denoting the coun- 
try of origin. Louis XIV used them for 
general improvement, but Charles had 
racing in view and it is to him that we 
owe the foundation of our present Thor- 
oughbred. Details will be found in my 
two standard works Thoroughbred Racing 
Stock, and The Authentic Arabian Horse. 


That the Arabian has now been com- 
pletely outpaced by his descendant is due 
to specialization, selection, climate, feed- 
ing, and training for 300 years. Increase 
in size is natural, as Darwin tells us, to 


all things bred in England, including poul- 


try and cattle. I believe the same thing 
applies to America.

Antonio Canale 
Best 3- Year-Old 


RoME 

The champion colt of the season turned 
out to be Antonio Canale, a Tesio-bred- 
and-trained chestnut colt by Torbido 
(*Ortello) out of Acquaforte. a stakes 
winning *Blenheim 2nd mare. which 
traces back to Wet Kiss. dam of Coronach. 
Antonio Canale, a big and well made ani- 
mal, won the Gran Premio di Milano at 
3,000 meters (about 19 yards short of 
1% miles). This is, as usual, the final 
test of 3-year-olds against older horses, 
and never fails to indicate the best horse 
of the season. 

The Derby winner. Golfo, was not listed 
in the 13-horse field. and it is difficult to 
suppose that he will ever again win big 
races such as the Derby or the Premio 
d'Italie. A French horse, Diamant 7th. 
was third, but still far away from the 
leaders. But according to his moderate 
class, he did too well, and this is not 
flattering to our horses. 

The runner-up to Antonio Canale was 
Murghab, winner of the Omnium in Rome. 


He is a lovely colt. by Arco—Musa, by 
Le Capucin, of the same family as Pearl 
Diver. He has been in the money in every 
big race he has run. His sire, Arco, has 
been sent te Ireland to stand at Mr. Clif- 
ford Nicholson’s Tara Stud. It is current 
opinion that Murghab should replace 
Arco in Italy. Murghab is the finest-look- 
ing of all the Arcos, and he is the finest- 
looking among the 3-year-olds of 1949. 


It is not easy to appraise the true value 
of the leading 3-year-olds this season. 
After the Gran Premio di Milano, An- 
tonio Canale and Murghab were the only 
two remaining that were worth consider- 
ing. And I would hesitate to rank them 
on even terms with Tenerani, Trevisana, 
or Astolfina, which have dominated the 
scene in recent years. 

Antonio Canale’s stablemate. Mignard, 
top 2-year-old of 1948, ran very badly in 
the Omnium, but he regained his prestige 
in winning the Gran Premio in Naples. 

In the steeplechase division we recently 
had one of our greatest successes. The 5- 
year-old colt Nigra won France’s Great 
Hurdle Race of Auteuil, beating some of 
the best French specialists. Nigra is a 
beautiful horse by Bozzetto (a Pharos 
horse now standing in France), out of 
a Papyrus mare. He had won the Great 
Steeplechase of Milan before going to 
France. and his career should be far 
from finished. He may contest the rich 


Gran Premio di Merano, a 5,000-meter 
{about three miles) race, which is worth 
about 5,000,000 lire to the winner. Then 
he will probably rest for the winter be. 
fore trying his chances in France again, 

The 2-year-olds have contested some 
good races, and the best, on paper, turned 
out to be a French importation. She js 
the gray filly, Young India, by the 
Fiterari horse, Hutton. out of the Ortolan 
mare, Old India. She may not retain her 
leadership in future stakes. but she has 
been a brilliant 2-year-old. Her runner-up 
in the Premio Bimbi. at five furlongs, was 
the Straight Deal colt Nattier, out of a 
Nearco mare. He was beaten only a short 
head. Nattier belongs to Tesio, who has 
many other 2-year-olds of promise, in- 
cluding a half sister (by Niccolo dell- 
*Arca) to Antonio Canale. Her name is 
Aristareta. 


The main interest, however. is concen- 
trated on the first get of Macheiro. A son 
of *Ortello—Manozza, by Manna, Ma- 
cheiro won the Gran Premio di Milano. 
the St. Leger. and was a great race horse. 
He is also the last *Ortello horse of 
fame. His first crop looks very promising 
—two have won in great style, beating 
anything which opposes them. They are 
Stigliano (out of the Apelle mare Sterna) 
and Miranda (out of the Captain Cuttle 
mare Mirinda). The latter is a half sis- 
ter to the stakes winner, Meda.

Melbourne Cup 
To Foxzami 


A crowd reported at 101.000 was at 
the Flemington course November 1 for 
Australia’s biggest and best known race. 
the two-mile Melbourne Cup, a handicap 
which regularly draws the best horses of 
Australia and New Zealand. A field of 31 
went to the post. 

Winner by a length and a half was 
the 4-year-old New Zealand-bred Foxzami. 
carrying 120 pounds, ridden by William 
Fellows. and held at 16 to 1 in the closing 
stages of the betting. He made his move 
late and won with comparative ease. 
Hoyle and Benvolo, each carrying 107 
pounds, finished a neck apart in second 
and third places respectively. The 6-to-] 
favorite Delta, a 3-year-old, finished fifth. 

The two miles were run in the com- 
paratively slow time of 3:28%5, which is 
714 seconds slower than the track record. 
The winner earned a purse approximate- 
ing $19.250. 

Foxzami. foaled in 1945, is a bay colt 
by Nizami out of Heneywood. by Fox- 
bridge out of Air Lassie. by Romeo, third 
dam Air Queen. by Flying King. fourth 
dam the English-bred mare Vanga. by 
Cvlgad. It was the second time in the 
last three years that the big race had 
fallen to a New Zealand-bred horse by 
Nizami out of a Foxbridge mare: the 
winner in 1947 was Hiraji. one of the 
first crop of foals got by Nizami after his 
importation from France. Nizami. foaled 
in 1937. is a gray son of Firdaussi (by 
Pharos) and the famous runner and _ pro- 
ducer Mumtaz Mahal. by The Tetrarch 
out of Lady Josephine. by Sundridge out 
of Americus Girl. by the American-bred 
Americus. 


English Notes 

A huge field. as usual. went to the post 
fer the 214-mile Cesarewitch Stakes, one 
of England’s biggest betting handicaps, at 
Newmarket October 12. The post-time 
favorite. Coubrador (117 pounds), was 
beaten a head by James V. Rank’s 
Strathspey (109). a 25-to-] outsider. Blue 
Coral (111) finished third. two lengths 
hack. 

Strathspey is a 4-year-old gelding by 
Scottish Union out of Millrock, by Milton, 
second dam Penny Rock, by Rocksavage. 


In general the Marcel Boussac stable 
has had less success in 1949 than it has 
become accustomed to in recent years. 
But in the first two weeks of October it 
made up for lost time, winning the Prix 


de Are de Triomphe (richest race ever 
run in Europe). the international King 
George VI Stakes. Champion Stakes. and 
Cheveley Park Stakes in England. and 
several other races in France. 

Winner of the Champion Stakes. Eng. 
land’s leading fall race at a mile and a 
quarter, was Djeddah. which had already 
proved himself one of the best sons of 
Djebel at the middle distances. Djeddah. 
a 4-year-old colt, is out of Djezima (As. 
terus—Heldifann). dam of *Priam 2nd 
and granddam of the Cheveley Park win- 
ner Corejada. 


English race-goers were amused. if not 
enriched, on the occasion of the first 
defeat of the French-bred Colonist 2nd 
since he began running under the colors 
of Winston Churchill. The race was at 
Lingfield Park October 6, and Colonist 
started at very short odds. At this track 
there is a _ difficult downhill left-hand 
turn. The favorite had the lead at that 
point, despite the fact that he had run 
out on a previous turn. But Colonist now 
ran out badly again. losing half a dozen 
lengths. He made up most of the lost 
ground, but was beaten a length and a 
half by Setarah 2nd. 

The joke appears to have occurred to 
everyone at once. As the London Times 
reported. “The disappointed crowd con- 
soled themselves by remembering that it 
was unlikely that any horse of Mr. Chur- 
chill’s would take kindly to going left.” 


French St. Leger 


The Prix Royal Oak. French equivalent 
of the English St. Leger. was run Sep- 
tember 18 at Longchamp over a distance 
of 3.000 meters. with a value of 2.359.000 
frances to the winner. Several of the best 
3-vear-olds of the season were missing 
from the entries. 

The winner. which led from 
finish. was Baron Guy de Rothschild’s Ciel 
Etoile. a colt by Cranach out of Voute 
Celeste. by Legatee. Rantzau was second 


and the favorite. Mrs. Leon Volterra’s Val | 


Drake. third in the field 
Marcel Boussac’s Charleval was 
followed by Violoncelle. Camargue 2nd 
(only filly in the race). Springfield. Com- 
mando, and Bye Bye. 

Both parents of the winner were taken 
by the Germans from Baron Edouard de 
Rothschild’s stud in 1940 and returned in 
1946.

seen him in quite a while, and noted that 
he now is dappled on the rump. 


While we were there Ralph suggested 
that we look at some of the weanlings. 
That wasn’t hard to do. They were led 
out in pairs. The first two were colts by 
Jet Pilot and *Blenheim 2nd. The latter 
is a half brother to William Helis’s very 
good Cosmic Bomb. The next two were 
fillies by Count Fleet (Proximity) and 
Jet Pilot (Bells of Reigh). They were 
about as well put together as young 
horses come, and we took three or four 
looks at them. 


Then came two *Mahmoud fillies, both 
chestnuts, one out of Risque Reigh, the 
other out of Reigh Fleet. Then two Count 
Fleet colts, one out of *Betagain 2nd 
(hence a half brother to Stud Poker), 
the other out of Grand Gala. At another 
barn we saw colts by Bimelech and Count 
Speed. The latter belongs to Carr Hatch, 
of Canada, and was sent to Kentucky to 
escape the rigorous Canadian winter. 

I had noticed that some of the fences 
at the farm were of plank, some were of 
woven wire, with square openings, and 
some were of tightly woven wire in a 
diamond mesh. Ralph said he preferred 
the diamond mesh fences to the others. 
“They’re strong and durable, and there’s 
no place for a horse to get his foot hung 
up. But it seems impossible to get that 
kind of fencing any more, so we’re using 
the other kind of wire, and planking.” 


CLAIBORNE STUD. After we had 
circled around from Stoner Creek and 
had reached Claiborne Stud, it was about 
time for the stallions to be put up for 
the night. *Ambiorix, which was enjoy- 
ing the sunshine and the bluegrass, pre- 
ferred staying in the paddock, and kept 
just out of reach of the groom. That game 
seemed likely to go on for some time, so 
young Arthur (Bull) Hancock joined the 
chase. Since he didn’t have a halter shank 
in his hand, the French-bred stallion pos- 
sibly thought Bull was the referee, and 
walked right up to him. 

The 3-year-old son of Tourbillon— 
Lavendula, by Pharos, will put on scme 
weight in the next few months, but even 
now, in light condition, he looks very 
good. He was trained until mid-September, 
then made the trip to the U. S. by boat, 
hence could not be expected to be a fat 
horse at this stage. He is a very racy type, 
with a sloping shoulder, excellent frame, 
strong forearm, long muscles behind, un- 
usual length from croup to tail, and a 
deep girth. 

It had been planned to breed him to 
25 mares next spring, Bull told us. but 
the syndicate which owned him increased 
it to 26. The extra season goes to the 
younger Hancock for his services in ar- 
ranging the purchase from Marcel 
Boussac. Bull has not decided which mare 
he will breed to *Ambiorix, but has un- 
der consideration Blue Grass. 

The last stallion of the afternoon was 
William Woodward’s Black Tarquin, as 
handsome a horse as you would want to 


see. He is a top type of Thoroughbred, 
and is so well balanced that he looks 
smaller than he actually is. Not until | 
stood beside him did I realize how big 
he is. He stands at about 16 hands, 2% 
inches, yet his parts fit together so well 
that his bulk seems smaller. He has 
very good shoulder, short cannons, high 
withers, and what seemed to be an un. 
usual bulge of muscle at the rear of his 
buttocks. The 4-year-old son of *Rhodes 
Scholar—Vagrancy. by *Sir Gallahad 
3rd, will get 27 mares next year, his 
first season at stud. It will be interesting 
to follow the progress of his get. 


Bull reported that his father has con- 
siderably recovered from his recent se. 
vere illness, and now visits the farm daily. 
“T think it was his intense interest in 
racing that pulled him through. Even 
when he was very sick he kept up with 
his favorite horses and asked for reports 
on them.” 


DON MARCO. On the road back to 


Lexington we passed close to Sam Look’s 
Hillandale Farm, and stopped in to look 
at Frank’s yearling colt by Rey el Rio— 
Revengeful, by Ever. He is believed to 
be the first male-line descendant of Lex- 
ington to be in Kentucky for perhaps 
50 years. Since I saw him in May he has 
filled out a lot, and now is a_ blocky, 
muscular colt with the look of quick 
speed and great durability. “If he can 
win a couple of stakes ... ” I heard 
Frank say, half aloud. He was getting 
that old feeling.

The Pimlico Special was Capot’s sixth win of 
the year. The race is not a stakes, because the 
entire purse was paid by the track and no en- 
trance or eligibility payments were required. But 
it ranks as one of the Greentree colt’s most im- 
portant wins, and will weigh heavily in his favor 
when unofficial selections are made for the out- 
standing horses of 1949 in various categories. 

Capot’s roster of victories this year includes, be- 
sides the Special, the Chesapeake, Preakness, and 
Belmont Stakes, the Jerome Handicap, and the 
Sysonby Mile. It was in the Sysonby that he 
first met Coaltown, and defeated him. Besides 
these wins he has to his credit a second in the 
Kentucky Derby, and thirds in the Leonard 
Richards Stakes (he was disqualified from first 
in this race), the Wood Memorial, and the 
Derby Trial Stakes, and the Empire City and 
Grey Lag Handicaps. 

His earnings of $330,485 place him 21st on the 
list of leading American money winners, the 
highest ranking held by any of the current 3- 
year-olds.

Selector was foaled February 14, 1947, at Louis 
B. Mayer’s ranch at Perris, Calif. He was sold 
at auction at a dispersal of the Mayer 2-year-olds 
at Hollywood Park on January 24, 1949, to 
William G. Helis for $20,000. First money in 
the East View was $36,850, which more than 
paid him out, but he already had $16,350 to his 
credit prior to the race. 

In the East View the Helis colt won his first 
stahes, but it was not his first stakes placing. 
He had been second to Hill Prince in the Cowdin 
Stakes, third to Quiz Show in the William Penn 
Stakes and to Lights Up in the Remsen Handi- 
cap. 

He is the first stakes winner for his sire, Thumbs 
Up, a very good race horse whose first foals 
are running this year. Thumbs Up was owned 
by Mr. Mayer when Selector was bred, and was 
bought by William Goetz, Mr. Mayer’s son-in-law, 
for $60,000, at a dispersal of the Mayer breeding 
stock in November, 1948. It was reported recently 
that Thumbs Up and Eiffel Tower, another Mayer 
stallion bought by Mr. Goetz at the same time, 
will make the 1950 stud season at J. H. Ryan’s 
Northridge Farm, in California. Thumbs Up won 
17 races, including the Butler, Washington Park, 
Havre de Grace, and Santa Anita Handicaps, and 
earned $249,290, under the Mayer colors. 

*Belle Cane, dam of Selector, was bought by 
Leslie Combs 2nd from Mr. Mayer in September, 
1948. Now at Spendthrift Farm, Lexington, she 
has a weanling colt by *Alibhai and was bred 
this year to Bimelech. 
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Entering the stretch in the East View, Selector 
led Androcles by two lengths. Lotowhite moved 
to second, finished 1% lengths behind the winner.

Jack Welch, owner of Whileaway Farm, 
at Lexington, has stood the stallion Yel- 
low Tulip at his farm ever since the son 
of Jean Valjean entered stud in 1941, but 
through the nine years Mr. Welch had 
owned only a half-interest in the horse. 

A few days ago he purchased the half- 
interest of P. A. Markey, and became the 
sole owner. Yellow Tulip will continue 
to stand at Whileaway, where his fee 
for 1950 will be $250 for a live foal. 

Yellow Tulip, foaled in 1934. is bv 
Jean Valjean—Yellow Blossom. by Luke 
McLuke. Although he has had small crops. 
Yellow Tulip has had a high percentage 
of winners. Mr. Welch attracted wide 
attention a few years ago when he offered 
to refund the stud fee if a foal by Yellow 
Tulip, trained and raced by the breeder, 
did not win in his first eight starts. In 
Yellow Tulip’s first crop there were nine 
foals--eight of them out of Welch mares 
and all broken by Mr. Welch. These 
eight and the other foal, too, were win- 
ners. 


NIGHT RACING IN ILLINOIS 


Sixty nights of racing have been applied 
for by officials of Fairmount Raceway in 
an application to the Illinois Racing 
Board. Located at Collinsville, IIl., the 
mile track has been equipped with a 
lighting system for the past two seasons, 
and the only change will be to recondi- 
tion the racing strip for runners instead 
of harness horses. 

Night harness racing was not successful 
at the Collinsville track, and the operators 
plan to switch to Thoroughbreds. Present 
plans call for 30 nights in the spring, 
beginning with Memorial Day, and 30 
nights in the fall, starting with Labor 
Dav. No racing will be held on Mondays, 
according to plans. 

Night Thoroughbred racing became 
legal in Illinois last August when Gov- 
ernor Adlai Stevenson signed a bill which
